Union votes on J-M

Chemical union workers have been 
called to a mass me«*tin# tomorrow, 7 
Rm. in the Little Theater of Lompoc 
High School to vote on a contract offer 
that

officials describe as the “most costly in 
the company's history," but which 
unionists criticize as inadequate 
Tom 
McCall, 
president 
of

International Association of Chemical 
Workers Union, Local 146, said he and 
his board of directors will recommend 
that the rank and file of workers reject 
the offer. 
About 500 workers are 
affected 
J-M workers have remained on the job 
since their contract with the company 
expired at midnight, Thursday. 
Paul 
Bumum, 
chief of 
employe 
relations for J-M handed a copy of the 
company's ‘'final'' offer, to the Record 
Friday In it Bumum says the offer will 
cost the company $17 million over a 
three-year period 
The contract that 
expired Thursday was for two years 
J-M said the offer would provide 
workers 10 cents an hour increase 
effective immediately, nine cents an 
hour increase a year from now; and 11 
cents an hour additional effective in 


October l*7b Also included are fringe 
benefits that in the company view 
increase each worker's total earnings by 
$170 an hour. Workers now get an 
average of $6 40 an hour according to the 
company 
The company said the offer was final 
"There is no reason for the union 
com m ittee 
to 
come 
back 
to 
management and seek additional money 
or benefits 
because 
there 
are 
no 
additional benefits or money available 
in excess of what has already been 
offered." 
McCall and his aides told the Record 
Friday that the total package would 
bring the worker more like $1 25 an hour 
increase in total earnings rather than 
the company’s figure of $1 70 an hour 
McCall also said the average hourly 
earning was about $4 80 an hour rather 
than the $6 40 an-hour-figure quoted by 
the company. 
Key issues still left 
unresolved, according to McCall are 
wages, the sought-after extension of 
incentive pay to some workers not now 
covered; a two-year contract instead of 
the proffered, three-year. 
Today in a joint statement, C A 
Carlson, plant manager, and Bumum 
said they “sincerely hoped the employes 
would approve the economic offer..."

Rockefeller today disclosed more loans 
totaling over a half of million dollars he 
made since 1957 to an unidentified 
number of employes and 26 individuals, 
including $84,000 to former Treasury 
Secretary Robert B Anderson. 
Rockefeller’s 
new 
list 
of 
loans, 
provided 
to 
the 
congressional 
committees considering his nomination, 
raised to more than $2 million the 
amount he said he had loaned in the past 
17 years 
Most of these loans either have been 
repaid or forgiven by Rockefeller, who 
turned them into gifts, he said The new 
list showed an outstanding balance of 
$147,733 still owed The old list of loans 
showed $155,000 still outstanding 
Rockfeller, whose public support has 
dwindled during a series of financial 
disclosures following his nomination, 
said the list submitted today completed 
the tabulation of his loans 
Anderson received a loan of $60,000 on 
Jan. 2, 1957 and another of $24,000 on 
April 1, 1957, Rockefeller said. Both 
were listed as repaid on June 6,1957, one 
month 
before 
Anderson 
became 
Treasury secretary under President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
Rockefeller identified Anderson as "a 
long-time friend and former federal 
cabinet officer; private citizen’’ at the 


time of the loan 
Rockefeller also listed a $15,000 loan 
made 
Oct. 
1, 
1973, 
to 
his 
wife 
Margaretta F. “ Happy" Rockefeller; 
plus loans of $27,000 in 1968 to Rodman 
Rockefeller, one of his sons, and $12,600 
in 1971 to Steven C. Rockefeller, another 
son 
He said Mrs. Rockefeller had repaid 
$2,500 this past April, Rodman repaid 
$6,750 in 1973, and Steven repaid $3,150 in 
1973 and 1974 
Rockefeller said his latest list, plus 
the earlier one provided to Congress and 
made public Oct. 11, put on the record 
“ all of the loans that I have made to 
individuals for the period from 1957 
through the third quarter of 1974.’’ 
“ Virtually all of these loans were 
made 
to 
close 
personal 
friends, 
associates or members of my family,” 
Rockefeller said. 
The new list of loans was sent to Sen. 
Howard W. Cannon, D-Nev., chairman 
the Senate Rules Commite, and Rep. 
Peter W. Rodirio, D-N.J., chairman of 
the House Judiciary Committee. 
The House committee is scheduled to 
begin 
examining 
Rockefeller’s 
credentials Wednesday but final action 
by Congress on his nomination will not 
come until November. Rockefeller’s 
support in Congress has cooled since 
President Ford originally nominated 
him. 


Kissinger, Gandhi soothe 
past India-U.S. hostilities 


NEW D ELH I (U P I) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger and Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi buried past U.S.- 
Indian hostilities in two meetings today, 
and 
Indian 
officials 
hinted 
that 
President 
Ford 
has 
accepted 
an 
invitation to visit India soon. 


Between the two meetings with Mrs. 
Gandhi, totalling one hour and 50 
minutes, Kissinger signed an accord 
with Indian Foreign Minister Y. B. 
Chavan to create a Joint Indo-American 
Commission to promote trade, scientific 
and educational exchanges. 


The 
cordial 
atmosphere 
of 
the 
meetings and Kissinger's separate two- 
hour talks with the Indian foreign 
minister appeared to have consigned to 
the past the ill feelings which sprang 
from the U. S. “ tilt" towards Pakistan 
during the 1971 Indo-Pakistan war Both 
Kissinger 
and 
Mrs. 
Gandhi 
said 
relations were not only good but “ on the 
way up.” 
The Kissinger visit got off to a shaky 


start. On the eve of his arrival, Mrs. 
Gandhi had given an interview to the 
National Herald in which she castigated 
the United States for considering India 
“ as marginal to” U. S. global interests. 
But today, Mrs. Gandhi told newsmen 
after the first meeting that "the talks 
were good," and Kissinger himself said 
that they had gone “ very well.” U. S. 
officials 
added 
that 
the 
Gandhi- 
Kissinger conversations were “ friendly 
and removed past misunderstandings, 
and set the course for better relations." 
Indian government officials said they 
hoped that President Ford would now 
visit India, and hinted that the joint U.S. 
- Indian communique to be published 
Tuesday 
would 
announce 
he 
has 
accepted an invitation 
The dramatic improvement in U. S - 
Indian relations had been carefully 
prepared during the last year, and 
Kissinger flew to New Delhi to add the 
final 
touches 
following 
a 
tough 
bargaining session in Moscow with 
Brezhnev on disarmament.

70,000 Viet veterans 


ARLINGTON, Va (U P I) — President 
Ford said today Vietnam veterans are 
“the silent heroes of their generation" 
and ordered the federal government to 
hire 70,000 of them by July 1. 
Speaking at an Arlington National 
Cemetery ceremony commemorating 
Veterans Day, Ford said action is 
under 
way 
to 
improve 
Veterans 


Administration services including its 
medical program 
Ford, who laid a wreath at the 
cemetery ’s Tomb of the Unknowns, also 
pledged he will "do everything possible" 
to make sure all the men missing in 
action in Southeast Asia are accounted 
for. 
"It has been said that the forgotten 


men of the Vietnam conflict are those 
who served," Ford said “ They’re the 
silent heroes of their generation Too 
often, those who failed in their duty have 
monopolized the headlines and distorted 
the image of their generation. 
“1 intend to see that the silent heroes, 
the more than 6Vk million Americans 
who served their country in the Vietnam

Hunt testifies Mitchell OK'd 
break-in at Demo quarters 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - E. Howard 
Hunt Jr. testified today he was told “ the 
big man” — meaning former Attorney 
General John N. Mitchell—approved a 
plan for bugging and burglarizing the 
national Democratic headquarters 
Hunt, who helped 
plan the 
1972 
Watergate break-in while serving as a 
member of the White House "plumbers" 
unit, testified in the Watergate cover-up 
trial as a “ court witness"—a technique 
that allowed the prosecution to call him 
without vouching for the truthfulness of 
his testimony. 
He said that in early April, 1972, G. 
Gordon Liddy, also connected with the 
plumbers, told him “ the big man had 
said ‘OK’ and the word was go.” 
Hunt said that conversation followed 
several others in which Liddy had 
informed 
him 
of 
various 
planning 
meetings held with Mitchell, campaign 
manager for President Richard M. 
Nixon; Mitchell’s deputy, Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, and then White House aide 


John W. Dean III about intelligence- 
gathering for the 1972 campaign.

Sunday.

Man." 
“ Yes sir, and-or as the Big Boy,” Hunt 
replied. 
Mitchell, sitting at the defense table, 
laughed at Hunt’s reply. 
Whether or not Mitchell approved the 
plan was not at issue in the trial. 
Instead, the defendants, all former 
Nixon associates, have been charged in 
connection with covering up high-level 
involvement in Watergate. 


In other testimony, Hunt said: 
—Liddy had asked him in January, 
1972, “ to help him prepare a budget for 
certain projects" by Mitchell, Dean and 
Magruder. 
—Liddy’s original $1 million budget, 
which in part called for electronic 
surveillance 
of

Democratic candidates, was turned 
down because it was too high.

Ford said an interagency task force 
has given him a “ Jobs for Veterans Plan 
of Action " The plan is aimed at the 
federal government recruiting and hir­ 
ing 70,000 Vietnam veterans by the fiscal 
year ending July 1,1975. 
" I am ordering federal departments 
and agencies to move, and move now, on 
this action plan to 
make sure these 
veterans 
are hired 
as quickly 
as 
possible," Ford said 
He 
said 
"important progress is already being 
made. Unemployment among veterans 
has dropped since its peak in 1971." 
He credited the National Alliance of 
Businessmen in this 
“ This coming year they hope to 
provide 
200,000 jobs 
for veterans, 
including he placement of 7,500 disabled 
veterans," hie said. “ They are doing a 
magnificent job...” 
Nowhere 
in the speech did 
Ford 
mention his amnesty program for 
Vietnam evaders and deserters. He 
mentioned the draft dodgers only in 
passing; 
"They (the veterans) served in spite 
of the most difficult psychological 
pressures," Ford said. “ They served at 
a time when many of their peers and 
their elders were denouncing service to 
one’s country as immoral. 
“ They served while some avoided 
service. They served without the full 
moral support that this nation has 
usually given its fighting forces." 
Ford did give encouragement to the 
families of men missing in action. 
“ I intend to make certain as well that 
the men missing in action are not 
forgotten —and, to tbeir families and 
friends I make this pledge: I will do 
everything 
possible to resolve 
the 
uncertainty of their status," he said. 
Ford 
said 
while 
the 
Veterans 
Administration "has done a fine job 
under very difficult circumstances ... I 
am frank to admit that real problems 
exist.” 
One problem, he said, is overcrowding 
with such results as veterans having to 
wait too long for hospital treatment. 
Another is getting “ top quality" doctors, 
nurses and other persons to work in the 
VA programs. 


“ I have asked VA Administrator Dick 
Roudebush to let me know what is 
needed to eliminate these problems," 
Ford said. “ I am determined to do 
everything I can to make a good system 
even better." 


The ceremony at the tomb — formerly 
called the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier 
—was one of the few events the 
President scheduled during the day 
before taking a seven-state campaign 
swing later in the week on behalf of 
Republican candidates

administrative aide Raul Navarro — on 
trial for bribery solicitation — had told 
the supervisor: "You son of a bitch, you 
cost me $10,000 on that Zaca Lake vote." 
Carpenter, a key prosecution witness 
in the trial of Navarro — Catterlin’s 
staff 
aide 
— 
added 
under direct 
testimony that Catterlin “ said it was 
confidential and if I repeated it, he 
would deny saying it." 
“ He was greatly upset, and before 
saying it, he asked his wife to leave the 
room, which she did,” the sheriff 
recalled 
Carpenter said the incident as related 
by Catterlin took place while Navarro 
was driving Catterlin to San Diego Aug 
14, and also quoted Catterlin as relating 
to him in the Oct. 3 conference that 
Navarro had also said to Catterlin at one 
point: "Gee, boss, I would give you 


$10,000 to get Zaca Lake past that 
board." 
The sheriff related he told the board 
chairman that the information “ had to 
be given to the district attorney’s 
office,” and told Catterlin who to 
contact. 
“ He said he wanted to discuss it with 
his wife first," the sheriff related. 
Then, under stiff cross-examination 
by defense counsel James Lindsey, the 
sheriff said he agreed to keep Catterlin’s 
statements confidential at least “ until 
we could discuss it further." 
Neither one contacted the district 
attorney’s office prior to their next

Passports: the 
things you learn

When applying for a passport 
at the Santa Barbara County 
Administration 
building 
in 
Lompoc, persons usually are 
surprised to discover where 
they were really bom and the 
fact that they were not named 
at birth. 
"You’d be surprised how 
many 
prominent 
Lompoc 
people find out they weren't 
named at birth when they apply 
for a passport," Ann Sweet, 
deputy county clerk, informed 
the Record last week 
One requirement to obtaining 
a passport is that a certified 
copy of a birth certificate — 
along with other documents - 
must accompany a passport 
application when Mrs. Sweet 
or one of the other clerks in 
county 
c le rk s 
office 
meticulously 
check 
the 
corresponding information on 
the 
form 
with 
the 
birth 
certificate information, it is 
then that the applicant may be 
informed that he was recorded

While serving as a foreign 
correspondent 
for 
International News Service in 
Germany, 
Cranston 
read 
Hitler’s "Mein Kampf’’ in the 
original and discovered certain 
threatening sections which had 
been deleted from the edited 
version being distributed in the 
United States. To alert the 
American public to the Nazi 
threat, Cranston wrote an 
abridged and annotated version 
which was sold for 10 cents a 
copy. As a result, Hitler’s 
agents 
sued 
for 
copyright 
infringement and won their 
case in American courts but 
only after Cranston had sold 
half a million copies. 
In the field of legislation, 
Senator Cranston is well known 
for 
co-authoring 
the 
Emergency Employment Act 
which resulted in over 25,000 
jobs for California. Cranston 
also initiated the California 
Space Shuttle Task Force. 
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on a birth certificate as "infant 
boy Jones," for example, and 
not named. 
Or, a person may learn 
that he was born in a small 
town out of Trenton, New 
Jersey and not in Trenton as his 
parents had so casually told 
him 
According to Mrs. Sweet, a 
person must prove his identity 
if he was not named at birth. 
This is done by filing a birth 
affidavit; 
forms 
can 
be 
obtained 
in county clerk’s 
office. 
What all this means is that a 
person should apply for a 
passport about six months 
before he plans to leave the 
country: 
some 
unaccounted 
item could delay the issuing of 
a passport for an undetermined 
period of time, causing the 
applicant to miss his plane or 
boat. 
Anyway, a person should 
always have a passport around, 
said Mrs. Sweet 
"You never know when you 
have to leave the country." 
Only 
recently 
many 
Lompocans were unaware they 
could apply for a federal 
passport (which is issued by 
the LA Passport Office under 
the Department of Justice) at a 
county building in Lompoc. 
They would needlessly travel to 
the county building in Santa 
Barbara. 
Slowly the word has gotten 
around. 
In the 1972-73 fiscal year, the 
Lompoc county clerk office 
processed 405 
passport 
applications. Projected figures 
for 
the 
subsequent 
years 
increased to 500 in 1973-74 and 
600 in 1974-75. 
However, the last estimation 
is misleading. 
Mrs. Sweet 
clarified. 
Because 
<4of 
increasing prices, we didn't 
have as much traveling as we 
expected " 
To apply for a passport, the 
applicant 
will 
receive 
instructions and an application 
at Mrs. Sweet’s office. When 
returned, the completed form 
must be supplemented with the 
birth certificate copy (obtained 
by writing your birth state vital 
statistics 
office) 
or 
a 
certificate of naturalization, 
two 
photos, 
an 
id. 
(Cal 
driver’s license or a military or 
company id. that will be 
returned that same day), a 
check for $10 (which goes to the 
passport office in LA), and $3 
cash (county clerk processing 
fee that goes into the general 
fund). 
People nave been known to 
be 
born 
without 
birth 
certificates as, for example, in 
Indian territories and in these 
cases there is still a way to 
obtain a passport. 
Mrs. Sweet said, "If you have 


FILLING OUT forms, reading pamphlets, and 
providing legal documents is what obtaining a 
passport is all about. Stop in and ask Mrs Ann 
Sweet, deputy county clerk in Lompoc She has 
all the paperwork before her. 


an older relative — an aunt, 
brother, or a mother or father 
— a birth affidavit can be filed, 
only with a letter from your 
state that says you have no 
birth certificate on file." 
The applicant has "to go the 
long way around" if he is 
without an older living relative. 
He or she must then obtain 
school, 
Bible, 
or census 
records, newspaper stories, 
whatever to prove he is a U.S. 
citizen. 
Generally, it takes 10 days to 
two weeks to get a passport 
after the application has been 
properly filed 
"Now if you hit them at a 
busy time, Christmas time, it 
takes three weeks. If you hit 
them in June, it takes six 
weeks," warned Mrs. Sweet. 
About 
shots, 
she 
said 
applicants are referred to the 
county health office on H Street 
and Locust Ave. 


‘ They have all the latest 
information, worldwide." 


She 
noted, 
though, 
that 
smallpox shots are no longer 
required as they were once and 
cholera 
shots 
are 
recommended if you are going 
to the Orient. 
About visas, Mrs 
Sweet, 
said, "A visa is a stamp put in 
back of your passport so you 
must get a passport before you 
can obtain a visa." 
Visas are obtained through

be issued to an applicant if too

They simply 
expire every five years. 


Miscue on sewer bond interest 
spurs special council session 


A financial consultant’s oversight will bring 
the City Council back into session tomorrow 
morning to adjust the interest rates the city 
must pay for its $1.5 million sewer bond 
program. 
According 
to City 
Administrator Gene 
Wahlers, 
financial consultants Stone and 
Youngberg Co., let pass a sequence of yearly 
interest rates in the winning bid that were 
prohibited in the bonds’ terms of sale. This 
makes the winning bid unacceptable. 
Rather than readvertise for a second round of 
interest rate bids, Stone and Youngberg have 
submitted 
the 
matter 
for a 
negotiated 
settlement to Stone and Youngberg Investment 
Securities, an entirely separate corporation, 
which was the sole bond bidder. That offer was 
accepted by a vote of the City Council. 
According to financial consultant Allan 
Miller, the renegotiated interest rate sequence 
could wind up costing the city roughly $4,000 
more for the $1.5 million than under the earlier 
interest rate schedule. 
The bond issue was engineered in 1972 and

intended in that era of slower inflation to pay 
for the city’s share of a $9 million regional 
sewage project. The tab on the sewer project 
has since sailed to $16 8 million and the city will 
now owe about $700,000 more than the amount it 
will borrow through the bond issue. 


The bond issue with the renegotiated yearly 
interest rates will have a composite interest 
rate between this year and the year 2,000 of 7.63 
percent. 


This means that it will cost the city $1,966,165 
in interest charges to make use of the $1.5 
million now.

knew 
about

plans "It was a definite thing, 
and it was a definite thing she 
was

"We even had a destination 
set up in San Francisco There 
was a definite arrangement to 
get her back " 
The 
ex-convict 
said 
that 


when his contacts in Cleveland 
"told me she might have to be 
brought back by force, I wanted 
her parents to understand that 
That could have led to a 
shootout or a re-kidnaping." 
Cohen, 61, a leading gangster 
in the 1940r and ‘50s, said last 
week that he had discovered 
the whereabouts of the fugitive 
heiress and her Symbionese 
Liberation Army companions, 
William and Emily Harris 
During the weekend he said it 
was Oeveland. "It won't make 
any difference, because they’re 
not in Cleveland any more, he 
told UPI, saying he sent word 
to flee because he would not 
help send anyone to prison.

Oil use, wage-price 
controls hinted at

high-ranking 
administration officials predict 
unemployment may go up as 
the price of saving a sinking 
economy, but both say political 
pressure for more government 
controls will do nothing to help. 
Senate Democratic leader 
Mike Mansfield calls it "just a 
matter of time" before wage- 
price controls are reimposed. 
Treasury Secretary William 
E. Simon, who Sunday coun­ 
seled against "hysterical hues 
and cries of depression," said 
mandator oil controls are 
looming if conservation doesn't 
work. 
He also said President Ford 
will not back down on his 5 per 
cent income surtax proposal, 
though the level at which it 
applies 
may 
be 
open 
to 
compromise. 
Joining Simon in predicting 
unemployment may rise from 
the current 5.8 per cent to as 
much as 6.5 per cent by next 
spring was Alan Greenspan, 
chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisers. 
Greenspan said the short­ 
term economic outlook is dim 
He added: "B y the spring of 
next year, I would expect a 
better price performance along 
with a higher rate of unemploy­ 
ment and a weakening level of 
business activity. 
"What 
we 
have 
to 
be 
prepared to fend off under 
those circumstances are tre­ 
mendous political pressures to 
expand 
quickly 
and exces­ 
sively." 
He called for a gradual policy 
of economic expansion, saying 
"Our

Mansfield

Dutch dig in

THE HAGUE (U P I) - A 
Justice Ministry 
spokesman 
said today the government is 
prepared for a long siege at 
Scheveningen 
prison 
where 
four inmates seized a Roman 
Catholic chapel and 22 hostages 
Saturday and demanded that 
another prisoner be turned over 
to their custody. 


The terrorists released five 
of their hostages but were still 
holding 17 including two women 
and a child. Negotiations were 
at a standstill and the Justice 
Ministry spokesman said be­ 
cause of a lack of clear cut 
demands " I feel it could go on 
for some time." 


One of the four prisoners was 
Adnam Ahmad Nuri, a Pales­ 
tinian guerrilla serving a five 
year term for hijacking a 
British airliner last March and 
setting the aircraft on fire at 
Amsterdam airport. The others 
were Algerian thief Mohamed 
Koudache and two Dutch bank 
robbers, Daan Denie and Jan 
Brouwers. 
They demanded that Sami 
Hussein Tamimah, 22, a second 
Palestinian guerrilla involved 
with Nuri in the hijacking be 
released 
from 
the 
prison 
hospital and turned over to 
their custody. But their de­ 
mands were vague after that 
and the government appeared 
to be biding its time. 
Dutch authorities have said 
there will be no negotiations 
until 
all 
the 
women 
and 
children among the 17 remain­ 
ing hostages are freed 
When asked if the govern­ 
ment was prepared for a long 
siege; the Justice Ministry 
spokesman said, "Of course 
Safety and freedom for the 
hostages is our main and first 
concern."

Public, old inmates 
tour Alcatraz Island 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Since Alcatraz Island, once the 
site 
of one 
of 
America’s 
toughest prisons, was opened to 
the public, nearly 30,000 per­ 
sons have taken the tour — 
including 
some 
former 
inmates. 
“ We had Floyd Hamilton last 
summer," said Park Ranger 
Laurie Oshrin. “ You know, the 
front man for Bonnie and 
Clyde. He came back to see 
where he lived.” 
Ranger 
Oshrin, 
22, 
was 
conducting tours of the fog- 
shrouded island in San Francis­ 
co Bay during the weekend that 
marked the first anniversary of 
management by the national 
Park Service. The prison was 
closed in 1963. “ They hand­ 
cuffed the bodies of inmates 
who died here," Ranger Oshrin 
told a tour group “ It was one 
of the biggest fears of the 
convicts —to die on the rock 
and have to leave handcuffed 
inside a casket." 
She led the group down the 
echoing main cellblock area 
where A1 Capone, “ Machine 
Gun" Kelly and other criminals 
once lived in the now-empty 
five-by-nine foot cells. 
The group looked at the 
solitary confinement ceil that 
Robert Stroud, the “ Birdman 
of Alcatraz," occupied for 17 
years 
They 
spent 
a 
few 
minutes in 
the pitch-black 
isolation cells, dubbed the 
“ hole " 
Every where can be seen the 
remnants 
of 
an 
18-month 
“ occupation" by American In­ 
dians who stormed ashore and 
took 
possession 
of 
the 
dilapidated prison and 12-acre 
island in 1969 
The Indians sought title to 
the island under terms of an old 
treaty which said ownership 


should revert to native Ameri­ 
cans when the federal govern­ 
ment stopped using it. 
The Indians painted “ free­ 
dom" slogans on the water 
tower and the walls of the aging 
buildings. They fired rifles that 
left gaping holes in steel doors, 
but finally agreed to leave. 
Steve Rand, 27, assistant 
supervisory ranger, said offi­ 
cials are looking at the island’s 
future from “ two standpoints, 
the short and the long run." 
The 
short 
run 
includes 
opening an exhibit hall in the 
old storage building sometime 
next year. It will contain Indian 
artifacts and more information 
on the prison’s more infamous 
residents. 
“ We are surveying the people 
to determine what happens in 
the long run," Rand said. The 
Park Service has received 
about 500 letters and “ about 25 
said we should give it back to 
the Indians," he said. 
Another 320 letters said it 
should remain open to the 
public. “ They were split on 
whether to restore the building 
or leave it as it is.”

Foreman is the 3 to 1 choice over 
Muhammad Ali, and holding. 
In other words, there hasn’t been any 
great last-minute rush of financial 
support for Ali in these last remaining 
hours before he and Foreman come face 
to face in their world heavyweight 
confrontation 
tomorrow 
night 
at 
Kinshasa, Zaire. 
Privately, bookmakers laugh at those 
who repeatedly put their money on the 
underdog, and say they hope these 
customers keep doing that because they 
make 
a 
good 
living 
off 
them 
Bookmakers have a name for bettors 
who habitually lean toward the short- 
enders. They call them suckers. 
Tom orrow 
night’s 
underdog, 
Muhammad Ali, doesn't look like a 
particularly good bet against the much 
stronger, more murderous hitting Fore­ 
man. 
At 32, Ali is six years older than the 
man he’s going up against. He’s still 
quick with his hands and on his feet as 
well, but he no longer has the stamina 
and energy he once did, which is natural 
enough when a man grows older, and all 
Ali’s poetry and wit can not obscure or 
alter these basic truths. 
Hard, cold logic says George Foreman 
will punch Muhammad A li’s ticket full 
of holes in Zaire tomorrow night, the 
same way he did Joe Frazier’s in 
Jamaica last year. If you employ pure 
reason, and nothing else, Foreman will 
beat Ali so thoroughly and convincingly, 
Ali never again will open his mouth in 
either debate or defiance 
Now you certainly can picture that, 
can’t you? 
Ten years ago, that same hard, cold 
logic held there was no way possible that 
the late Sonny Liston would be chopped 
down by this brash, young interloper, 
this loudmouth from Louisville, Cassius 
Gay, as he was known then. 
Nobody thought Liston could be 
beaten. He was a prohibitive 8 to 1 
choice over Gay, and he had smirked at 
his taunt, jokes and jeers in exactly the 
manner Foreman has. 
For six rounds, Gay snapped left jabs 


in Liston’s face. The lumbering Liston 
grew tired, then fatigued chasing his 
man. Seconds before the bell ended the 
sixth round, Liston got in a good short 
right to the head, but Gay countered 
with two nifty left jabs to the face. 
Suddenly, big bad Sonny Liston looked as 
if he couldn’t take much more. The 
crowd sensed that and set up an 
anticipatory ear-piercing din. 
At the bell for round seven, Liston 
didn't get up from his stool. He simply 
sat there like someone carved out of 
granite 
Barney Felix, the referee, 
walked over toward him, and Liston told 
him he could not continue 
Somehow, I feel there could be 
essentially the same ending tomorrow 
night in Zaire 
I don’t think Foreman will lose his 
title exactly the same way Liston did, 
sitting stock still on his chair, but I’ve 
watched Ali take on all comers, 
including 
the 
United 
States 
Government, for more than 10 years 
now, and somehow, somewhere, in some 
manner, he always manages to find a 
way to succeed, prevail over all odds. 
One good punch on the nose could take 
care of all this, of course, but I still have 
to go with Ali, especially in this fight, 
which he says will be his last, win or 
lose. 
If there’s a way to win, he’ll find it. 
He’s the most adroit, most resourceful, 
and most inventive individual at spon­ 
taneously devising ways and means to 
come out on top that I have ever run into 
in the entire realm of sports. Put him 
and Charlie Finley in the same room and 
lock the doors, and I believe this is one 
guy Charlie couldn’t beat. 
I don't think George Foreman will 
beat him tomorrow night either. Ali will 
take some licks, but I also think he’ll be 
on his feet at the end of 15 rounds and 
he’ll take the decision, too. 
After finishing his training Sunday, Ali 
was given a belt by the Secretary 
General of the African Boxing Union, 
and 
proclaimed 
the 
heavyweight 
champion of Africa. That means he has 
taken care of the minor details. 
Today Ghana, Uganda, Ivory Coast, 
Tunis, Togo, Mali and Zaire; tomorrow 
night, the world!

Braves skate on thin ice;

The Braves looked rusty in gaining 
their first league triumph 21-8 Friday 
night over the San Luis Obispo Tigers at 
Frank Holt Field in San Luis.

Common ground by Steve La Rue 


Founders Day 


The Lompoc Centennial’s Founders 
Day celebration will take place next 
Saturday, Nov. 9, at Centennial Square 
and Ryon Park in the morning and with 
a reenactment of the 1874 land rush to O 
Street 
and 
Olive 
Avenue 
in 
the 
afternoon. 
It might be worthwhile to recount 
what was happening here 100 years ago. 
In 1868, Col W.W. 
Hollister, 
a 
man 
whose idea of bringing 
sheep to California 
had made him rich for 
life, and partners Tom 
and A1 Dibblee seized 
the advantage of hard 
times and gobbled up 
some 258 square miles 
of open ranch land in 
the county at an aver­ 
age price of $1.30 per 
acre. 
In 1872, reports say, W.W. Broughton, 
called the city’s founder and known as a 
long defender of its original bedrock 
temperance, 
offered 
Hollister 
and 
Dibblee $300,000 for some 47,000 acres in 
the Lompoc Valley, Broughton, the 
crusading editor of the Santa Cruz 
Enterprise, intended the new colony to 
remain spiriUess through the ages. 
Generations after his death, deeds to 
Lompoc lands still carried provisos 
prohibiting 
the 
making, 
sale 
or 
enjoyment of beer, wine or any other 
type of alcohol forever, 
though the 
legality of this restriction was ruled 
unconstitutional 
even 
before 
the 
fledgling city was quite sure it was going 
to survive. 
When 
Broughton, 
after a lapse, 
reopened negotiations for the rich valley 
bottomland, he ran into a phenomenon 
well known and disliked by the present 
city fathers. He found that the price of 
the land had gone up half a million 
dollars. But he accepted the deal 
anyhow, handing over $100,000 as a 
downpayment and planning to collect 
the rest of the cash through a public 
auction and sale of Lompoc Valley land 
Thomas Dibblees surveyors went to 
work laying out a town at the base of the 
foothills which is essentially the same as 
we view it today. The center of it was 
situated not far from the site of the 
original Mission La Purisima, which 
was then in ruins and is now surrounded 
by the affluent houses of University 
Park. 
The streets were laid out at right 
angles with the cardinal points of the 
compass and the word of the new 
temperance colony land auction was 
broadcast throughout the state. The big 


sale would begin on Nov. 9, 1874. When 
that day finally arrived, the lowlands 
between the staked-out townsite and the 
then flowing Santa Ynez River was a 
sprawling city of tents and wagons. 
Settlers had brought implements and 
seed along with their children and pets. 
They were ready to work and the city, 
laid out before them into farms large 
and small, business areas and school 
sites, would be their home. 


Some of the buyers had been looking 
over the land before the auction began, 
picking out a choice area for their own. 
The valley had been laid out into parcels 
that ranged in size from five acres to 
eighty and the terms called for 10 per 
cent down with the first year’s taxes 
being paid by the Lompoc Valley Land 
Company. 


It was too much for anyone to resist 
and the procession that followed the 
official auctioneers wagon from parcel 
to parcel was as diverse as 19th Century 
California had to offer. Except, of 
course, they were all intent on living the 


rest of their days in temperance. 
Town lots went well. None sold for 
under $500 and corner lots were snapped 
up eagerly at $1,200 each in gold coin 
Even 
Hollister 
and 
the 
Dibblees 
reportedly bought some land in town, 
land which they’d once owned by the 
square mile. 
By 
the 
works 
end, 
sales 
had 
surpassed the $700,000 mark, though 
35,000 acres remained unsold. 
Nature would prove to be much less 
bullish on early Lompoc than were the 
early Lompocans in the buying fever of 
the auction. Economic problems caused 
land prices to swoon in 1876, a pier 
constructed to open the valley to sea 
commerce was washed away and 1877 
brought one of the cruelist droughts in 
memory. 
The land company had to be dissolved, 
but the common founders, the people, 
with the critical help of the Dibblees and 
other investors, saw it through, never 
really seeming to lose the enthusiasm 
with which they launched the venture in 
the great land sale of 1874.

Vacation costs 


Since vacation time has come to be a 
year-round thing, it might not be amiss 
to suggest that, obvious though it may 
seem, it is the act of a wise traveler to 
study costs of everyday living in foreign 
nations before setting up the vacation 
budget if you're planning to go to a 
foreign nation. In other words, look 
before you leave. 
We have recently 
come upon some facts 
produced in a study by 
Business 
In tern a­ 
tional, a worldwide 
consulting firm, con­ 
cerning costs of other 
countries 
in 
com­ 
parison to ours. 
We doubt very much 
if we would ever con­ 
sider a vacation in 
Stockholm. 
On 
the 
other hand, Mexico 
City might not be bad. 
The study showed that having a suit 
cleaned in Stockholm costs $6 19 as 
compared to $1.95 for cleaning a suit in 
Washington, DC. 
Business International finds, however, 
that Tokyo is the most expensive city in 
the world. Using the nation’s capital as 
the base rating figure of 100, the firm 
rates Tokyo at 131.3 . Stockholm isn’t 


far behind with a 116.6. 
Lowest in the cost index is Mexico 
City, at 72.3. Madrid, Rome, London, 
Toronto, 
Paris 
and 
Brussels, 
in 
ascending order, also have a lower cost 
rating than Washington. 
Between Washington and Tokyo come 
Amsterdam, Geneva, Frankfurt and 
Stockholm, rising in that order. 
Comparisons of some individual items 
are rather interesting, too. A quart of 
beer rated 51 cents in Washington, is 21 
cents in Paris, $1.10 in Stockholm. (See 
why we don’t want to go to Stockholm?) 
A 
month’s 
rent 
for 
a 
four-room 
unfurnished apartment would be $375 in 
Washington, $240 in Mexico City, $1,326 
in Tokyo. A pack of U.S. cigarettes rated 
as 35 cents in Washington runs to 40 
cents in Mexico and $1.41 in Stockholm. 
No figures were given for Lompoc but 
we’re sure we ll stay home

with me who has very little fiscal 
responsibility. He is very good natured 
and means well, but he keeps buying 
presents for us and charges them to my 
bank account.
